prepare surgical supplies and give selected treatments.

Nurse will receive training. Upon completion of 12 
months of training, the student will take the State Board 
Practical Nursing License Examination, after which she 
will have litéle difficulty in getting a job as a Licensed 
Practical Nurse and will be recognized as an important 
member of the nursing group.
